“WHO IS TO BLAME?"

It would be interesting to know who is 
responsible for the present deadly 
insanitary defects of this colony—the 
Government, the Public Works eclentists, 
the Permanent Committee of the Sanitary 
Board, or must it be set down asa duty 
belonging to Providence? But whoever 
it may be,. a very heavy responsibility 
rests somewhere for the gross neglect 
regarding the dlcgracstully filthy condition 
in which the Glass Works’ premises at 
Kennedy-Town, which were used for some
